To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the

Mrs.  Wood  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  which  has  been 
arranged  in  accordance  with  Article  14  (3)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
Order  1926. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  your  district  continues 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Work  in  connection  with  slum  clearance  has  been  rather 
disappointing  during  the  last  twelve  months;  a number  of 
Clearance  Areas  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  in  August,  but 
no  steps  have  yet  been  taken  to  build  houses  for  the  tenants.  I 
have,  however,  to  report  the  builiing  of  a new  reservoir  and  the 
reconditioning  of  Clown,  Whitwell  and  Hodthorpe  Sewage  Works. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  with 
thanks  the  assistance  received  during  the  year  from  the  Members 
and  Officials  of  the  Council.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Coal  mining  and  agriculture  are  the  chief  occupations  of 
persons  in  this  district.  Unemployment  figures  remain  much  the 
same  as  in  previous  years  and  there  is  a considerable  amount  of 
poverty. 

The  death-rate  from  accidents  continues  to  be  high,  being 
0.61  per  1,000  persons.  The  death-rate  from  phthisis  is  0.55  per 
1,000  persons,  which  compares  very  favourably  with  other  areas, 
and  there  is  no  evidence  that  this  disease  is  more  prevalent  among 
coal  miners  than  other  members  of  the  community.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

'The  ambulance  services  provided  are  adequate  for  the  needs 
of  the  district  and  the  following  are  available  : — 


(a)  For  Infectious  Cases; — 

Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  North-east  Derbyshire 
Isolation  Hospitals. 


(b)  For  Non-infectious  cases  : — 

For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  the  Bolsover  Colliery 
Co.  have  an  Ambulance  at  Creswell,  which  can  be  used  for 
any  of  the  villages  in  the  Clown  Rural  District  by  the  pay- 
ment of  a small  fee.  The  Shireoaks  Colliery  Co.  have  also 
an  ambulance  at  Whitwell  which  can  be  used  if  necessary 
without  cost. 


(c)  For  Maternity  Cases  ; — 

The  above  ambulances  for  non-infectious  cases  are  also 
used  for  maternity  patients. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  clianges  have  been  made  in  the  arrangements  for  general 
nursing,  and  there  is  no  provision  made  for  nursing  infectious 
cases  at  home. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

No  alterations  have  been  made  or  new  centres  started. 


Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  facilities  in  the  District  remain  the  same  as  last  year 
and  have  been  described  in  previous  reports. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 
THE  AREA. 


No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  County  Council  in  pursu- 
ance of  Section  57  of  the  Local  Government  Act  1929,  or  Section 
307  or  320  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 


Water. 

The  supply  of  water  continues  to  be  satisfactory,  being  of 
good  quality,  constant  and  sufficient.  During  the  last  twelve 
months  two  satisfactory  bacteriological  and  one  chemical  examina- 
tions were  made,  but  I have  suggested  to  the  Council  that  in 
future  bacteriological  examinations  should  be  made  at  least  three 
times  a year. 

Below  is  a copy  of  the  latest  bacteriological  analysis  taken 
from  the  main  at  Hodthorpe  Pumping  Station: —

Remarks — Bacteriologically  this  water  is  suitable 
for  general  domestic  purposes. 

I understand  that  the  new  reservoir  at  Barlborough  is  now 
almost  completed  and  will  be  ready  for  use  about  the  beginning 
of  March.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. ' 

Clown. 

The  new  Sewage  Works,  full  details  of  which  were  given  in 
my  last  year’s  report,  were  officially  opened  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Council  in  August. 
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Whitwell, 

An  Inquiry  was  held  at  the  beginning  of  December  regard- 
ing the  proposed  extension  to  these  works.  They  were  constructed 
in  1905  and  the  capacity  of  the  various  units  are  now  inadequate 
for  dealing  with  the  present  volume  of  sewage.  When  the  effluent 
from  the  Pit  Head  Baths  is  received  the  Works  are  flooded  and, 
apart  from  this,  the  Council  are  desirous  of  converting  310  privy 
middens. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  following  should  be  provided  : — 

2 entirely  new  Detritus  and  screening  chambers  having  a 

combined  capacity  of  1,869  gallons. 

3 Subsidence  Tanks,  on  the  Dortmund  principle,  having  a 

combined  capacity  of  56,668  gallons. 

1 Dosing  Tank  having  a capacity  of  934  gallons. 

4 additional  Percolating  Filters  42ft.  diameters,  6ft.  deep, 

in  addition  to  the  two  existing  filters. 

2 Humus  Tanks  on  the  Dortmund  principle  having  a com- 

bined capacity  of  15,251  gallons. 

8 Sludge  Beds. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  convert  the  two  existing  settling 
tanks  into  storm  water  stand-by  tanks  as,  by  slight  alterations  to 
the  inlets,  outlets  and  floors,  these  can  be  rendered  quite  suitable 
for  the  purpose. 

Hodthorpe. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  in  December  regarding  the  alterations 
and  improvements  to  these  Works  with  a view  to  a wholesale  con- 
version to  water  closets  of  all  the  privies  and  pails  in  the  Parish 
of  Hodthorpe. 

The  plans,  which  were  brought  forward  at  the  Inquiry,  were 
accepted,  and  the  Works  have  now  been  modernised  by  the  instal- 
lation of  a Storm  Overflow  Tank,  Settling  Tank,  Humus  Tank, 
seven  Sludge  Beds  and  repairs  to  Filter.  The  appearance  of  the 
Works  has  been  generally  improved. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  regarding  the  pollution  of  streams  have  been 
received. 


new  Sewage  Works  at  Clown  are  now  completed  and 
this  has  considerably  improved  the  condition  of  the  stream 
adjoining.

With  the  completion  of  the  improvements  to  the  outfall 
works  at  Hodthorpe,  it  is  proposed  to  carry  out  the  wholesale 
conversion  to  the  Water  Carriage  system  of  all  property  in  the 
Hamlet  of  Hodthorpe.  Tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  carry- 
ing out  of  this  work.  Also  in  Clown  Parish  tenders  have  been 
obtained  for  the  conversion  of  all  privies  and  pails  into  water 
closets. 


Public  Cleansing. 

During  the  year  the  freighters  have  covered  a distance  of 
20,812  miles  in  the  execution  of  their  duties  in  connection  with  the 
scavenging  of  the  district.  Whilst  the  cost  of  scavenging  has 
slightly  increased  since  it  was  first  taken  over  by  Direct  Labour, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  during  the  past  two  years  we  have  had 
an  additional  229  houses  built  in  the  area. 


Shops  Act. 

517  Visits  were  paid  to  shops  and  markets  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  his  staff. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  regarding  ventilation  and 
temperature,  but  one  workshop  was  asked  to  provide  a water- 
closet. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  this  heading  and  there  has 
been  no  need  for  any  co-operative  action  with  industry. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  district,  this  is  at  Cres- 
well  and  is  owned  by  the  Bolsover  Colliery  Co.  The  County 
Analyst  reports  that  the  water  is  satisfactory  as  a bath  water. 
The  water  is  filtered  and  aerated  by  means  of  plant  supplied  by 
United  Filters  and  Engineering  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  chlorine  is  then 
injected  by  means  of  the  Wallace  and  Tiernan  Injector. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

3 Council  houses  and  17  other  houses  were  infested  and 
subsequently  disinfected  during  the  last  twelve  months. 

The  rooms  are  first  sprayed  with  formalin  and  then  fumi- 
gated with  sulphur  di-oxide.  If  the  houses  are  empty  the  fumigation 
is  carried  out  three  times  in  21  days. 

Persons  re-housed  from  slum  property  have  their  belongings 
fumigated  with  sulphur  di-oxide  gas  before  being  removed  to  a 
Council  house. 

In  this  district  the  Local  Authority  carry  out  the  work  of 
disinfestation. 

Tenants  of  Council  houses  are  visited  periodically  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  see  that  they  are  maintaining  a satisfactory 
standard  of  cleanliness. 


Schools. 

With  the  exception  of  the  playground  at  Whitwell  C.  of  E., 
the  sanitary  conditions  and  the  water  supply  in  all  the  schools  are 
satisfactory.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  any  for  infectious 
disease,  but  several  classrooms  had  to  be  disinfected  at  Creswell 
Council  owing  to  a number  of  diphtheria  cases  having  been 
notified.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  30  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
rectified  during  1937  and  of  these  the  Council  relieved  8.  Only  9 
now  remain  compared  with  39  at  the  end  of  1936. 
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An  Inquiry  regarding  the  following  Clearance  Areas  was 
held  on  June  gth  and,  with  the  exception  of  No.  21,  all  were 
opposed,  but  in  every  case  the  Ministry  confirmed  the  order.

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INSPECTION  & SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  74  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops  in  the  district 
and  150  visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff 
during  1937. 

17  Notices  were  served  and  abated  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order,  1926. 

Two  cowsheds  and  five  dairies  have  been  built  and  three 
cowsheds  entirely  remodelled. 

Three  samples  of  milk  were  taken  under  the  Milk  & Dairies 
Act,  none  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  none  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1936. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  33  slaughter  houses  and  all  except  one  are  licensed 
annually.  In  practically  every  case  regular  hours  of  slaughter  are 
in  operation  and  special  attention  is  given  to  occasional  slaughtering. 

517  Visits  were  paid  to  shops  and  markets. 

No  meat  marking  scheme  is  in  force  in  this  district. 

During  the  year  2,305  visits  were  made  to  slaughter  houses 
and  the  Bacon  Factory  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  carcases  of 
animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption,  and  the  following  food 
was  destroyed;  together  with  a quantity  of  tinned  goods  : —

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

The  County  Council  carry  out  routine  inspections  under  the 
Food  and  Drug  Act. 

Specimens  of  food  suspected  of  causing  poisoning  are,  when 
necessary,  sent  to  the  Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
chemical  examination. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

Nutrition. 

During  Health  Week,  talks  were  given  at  different  schools 
on  personal  hygiene  and  diet  and,  as  in  previous  years,  leaflets  were 
distributed  by  the  County  Council  and  films  shown. 

Shell-fish  (Molluscan). 

There  are  no  shell-fish  beds  or  layings  in  this  area. 


Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during-  the  year  1937. 
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PREVALENCE  of,  and  CONTROL  over, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  North  Derbyshire  Hospital  Board  serves  the  following 
districts; — Bolsover,  Clay  Cross,  Dronfield,  Blackwell,  Chesterfield, 
Clown  and  Norton.  They  have  four  hospitals  which  serve  a popu- 
lation of  164,763  (Census  1931)  and  these  are  situated  at  Langwith, 
Morton,  Mastin  Moor  and  Dronfield. 

The  Hospital  Board  is  to  be  dissolved  and  reconstituted  under 
the  1936  Act. 

In  my  opinion  the  fever  hospital  accommodation  at  the 
present  time  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  the  above-men- 
tioned areas.  The  hospitals,  however,  work  in  co-operation  with 
each  other  and  the  accommodation  is  used  to  the  best  advantage. 

With  regard  to  infectious  disease  in  Schools,  the  Head- 
teachers notify  me  of  all  cases  and,  where  necessary,  visits  are  paid 
to  the  homes  and  the  schools. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

41  Cases  occurred  during  the  year  as  compared  with  32  in 
1936.  Of  these,  22  were  notified  from  Clown.  Whenever  it  is 
found  possible,  cases  are  isolated  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. 

33  Notifications  of  this  disease  were  received. 

The  18  cases  in  Clown  were  mostly  school  children  who 
appeared  to  have  been  infected  by  carriers.  Repeated  visits  were 
paid  to  the  School,  suspicious  contacts  swabbed  and  sent  home,  and 
the  classrooms  disinfected.  The  outbreak,  which  was  never  serious, 
subsided  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  All  cases  were  removed  to 
hospital. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  the  medical  practitioners.  In 
every  case  it  is  given  promptly. 

No  clinics  for  Schick  testing  and  immunization  have  been 
started. 

Measles. 

The  disease  is  not  notifiable  in  this  area  and  no  local  action 
was  taken  with  regard  to  the  use  of  measle  serum  for  prophylaxis. 

Enteric  Fever. 

2 Notifications  were  received.  One  was  a man  age  29  who 
gave  a history  of  having  eaten  mussels  obtained  from  a stall  in  an 
adjoining  town.  This  man  subsequently  infected  his  wife  and  both 
were  removed  to  hospital. 
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Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1925,  or  under  Section  176  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes.
